W A S H I N G T O N , May 25.— 


Alarmed at an apparently prevailing 
laxity in prohibition enforcement, 
drv leaders in Congress todav de- 
termined to foice a strict compliance 
with the law. 


•At present an inquiry is being 
made Quietly by some members of 
the House to determine whether 
"someone In the treasury depart- 
ment" is trying to hamper the en- 
forcement of the 'dry law, as re- 
cently charged on the floor of the 
House. The drys are aroused be- 
cause the treasury department re- 
leased 700 out of 1200 dry agents 
a few days ago, when appropriation 
allotments expired, without warning 
Congress of the situation and asking 
for an additional amount.

As the Builders' Exchange and the 
Building Trades Council struggled at 
* deadlock today in a building look- 
out extending throughout Alamoda. 
San Francisco, Mann and San Mateo 
counties, brought about by the coun- 
cil's refusal to accept a wage c ut 
. i-ecoiaroeaded by the board of arlii- 
. tTition. following a drop m co&t of 
materials, Ubor men announced that 
two new construction material com- 
panies are planning to enter the local 
field. 


Simultaneously with the announce- 
ment came the declaration from the 
Builders' Exchange thai more than 
50 per cent of the entire state of 
California is facing a closing down 
ot building- activities to become ef- 
fective m se'seraJ outside cities not 
later than June 3 


BTTEDTMERS UNITED, CBA.IM. 
Charles W. Gompertz, president of 
the Builders' Exchange, said today 
that reports from 
exchanges that 
have arnliated with the State Build- 
ers' Exchange promise complete co- 
operation with the contractors of 
Oakland and San Francisoo. At the 
same time from the Building: Tiades 
Council side of the controversy comes 
the word that it will be impossible 
for the exchange to effect a state- 
wide lockout. 
"The 7% per cent wage reduction 
part of the controversy has long 
ceased to be the Issue," Gompertz 
said. "Several of the representatives 
from builders' exchanges outside ot 
San. Francisco who attended the or- 
ganization 
meeting last Saturday 
said the contractors of their respec- 
tive cities felt that union labor was 
jnst as responsible to abide by a 
•written contract as the employers. 
The Building Trades Council agreed 
to arbitration and was satisfied with 
the personnel of the board and then, 
repudiated the award. 


EXCHANGE SATISFIED. 


"We are entirely satisfied with the 
situation. The exchange has checked 
up on all jobs in this city and tried 
' in vain to find where any of the 
much-promised building material has 
been delivered to contractors so anx- 
ious to get it. 
Our members are 
holding firm; many independent con- 
tractors not affiliated with the ex- 
change are 
cooperating 
with us. i 
From outside sources we haA e re- 
ceived word from builders' exchanges 
that the stand of San Francisco con- 
tractors for arbitration, and what, it 
means is important enough to *be 
made a state-wide issue and settled 
now for all times. In a week, maybe 
sooner, other builders' exchanges will 
deliver a demand to the building 
trades councils of their cities that 
the men must accept the 7 Vi per cent 
wage reduction decided upon by the 
arbitration board." 
It is the belief of officials ot the 
Builders' Exchange that the pres- 
ence of representatives of interna- 
tional unions in Oakland and in San 
Francisco is not for the purpose of 
opening material depots, but to rec- 
ommend some action that will tend 
toward a settlement of the disagree- 
ment.

Judge A. F. St. Sure granted the 
poetess a divorce on the ground of 
extreme cruelty. 


"I think it is extreme crnelty for 
a husband to make fun of his wife's 
poems," said Judge St. Sure. 


"He tells me I am lazy when I am 


ill, he ridicules my Booking, makes 
fun ot my poetry which is my very 
life, and says that my verse Is rot- 
ten," declares Mrs. French. 


Mrs. French s,<iys that her poetry 
is so vivid, so rich, so realistic and 
withal s,o divine but that when she 
lead it to her husband he threw up 
his hands and said "if she didn't 
cut out that rot it would put him 
in the poor house." 


French declared 
that he would 


rather live with a "tigress" than 
with the poetess whose every word 
breathes the fire of inspired genius 
but whose cooking is inferior to that 
ot his friends. 


Mis. French in her testimony, said 


that despite her literary eftorts her 
husband neglected her and remained 


away from home at night and, that!

"He made fun of me before my 
friends, contrasted my cooking with 
hte mother's and told friends of the 
family that their cooking was the 
first good food he had eaten Bince 
his mother died," says Mrs. French.

served, and royalties must be paid, to 
the state. Moneys raised under the 
bill, which is similar to the federal 
oil leasing act, will be placed, in th« 
school fund. 


A division of dental hygiene under 
the state board of health is organized 
in S B. No. 222, which the Governor 
signed.

using a waterway in the delta region 
constructed by the reclamation dis- 
trict/ 
The case has been in state 


courts for two years and will event- 
ually be carried to the United States 
Supreme Court for decision, it was 
said here today. 
The waterway, 600 feet wide and 
one mile long-, was cut through an 
island at the mouth of the Sacra- 
mento river as part of the reclama- 
tion district's reclamation project. It 
affords a short route 
for Grading 


steamers in the islands, joining Sand 
Mound and Taylor sloughs. The rec- 
lamation district contends that the 
wake of ships is destroying dikes on 
both sides of the waterway. 
The controversy over ownership 
started in 1917 when the war depart- 
ment ordered the district to remove 
r bridge it had constructed, on the

navigable stream. The reclamation 
district applied for an injunction, but 
Superior Judge T. C. Denny of Santa 
Rosa ruled state courts did not have 
jurisdiction as the case involved 
navigable waters. On a rehearing 
Superior John F. Ellison reversed 
Judge Denn's decision, holding that 
to all intents and purposes the water- 
way is a private one constructed over 
private property.

THE Tr.inrxF lia.« received from one of iis Wasli- 


ingion correspondents, Dr. Frank M. Surface, a 
very interesting analysis of the foreign trade of 
the country in which comparison is made between 
the actual physical volume of onr erport"? now 
and their volume of prewar days. There have been 
tomes of data compiled and printed dealing with 
the vafues of exports and imports. 
But these 


have never given, nor has it been claimed for 
them, any indication of the actual quantities of 
goods entering into the foreign trade returns. 


Unfortunately 1he Department of Commerce, 


observes Dr. Surface, does not report exports and 
imports in sncU a way that it is possible to get 
information on the actual volume of trade other 
than "by value. 
"With srich price fluctualions as 


have occurred in recent years and particularly thc 
rise and'fall since thc first of 3920, values are 
of very little use in judging the course of trade. 
Our exports have increased some 300 percent in 
value over the prewar figures, yet il is doubtful 
if onr actual volume of exports increased more 
than 35 percent for any year. 


A great many countries report their foreign 


iradc in such a way that it is possible to determine 
the actual tonnage involved as well as thc 1otal 
value. This is particularly true of those countries 
which use Hie metric system. With weight re- 
ported in metric units it is a simple mailer to 
convert the total into tons. 


At the present time about the only regularly 


established fjgures which give a measure of our 
foreign trade independent of price fluctuation is 
the index of imports and exports of selected com- 
modities at 101:1. prices published by the Federal 
Ecserve Board. An index calculated in this way 
gives a similar result 1o oite based on 1he actual 
physical volume of trade. 
The "Reserve Board 


nses only 29 commodities for Iheir export and 2o 
import commodities. 


According to 1hi,s index exporis in March of 


this year were 0 per cent below 1hc average1 of 
1913, although the tola! actual value of all domes- 
tic exports was 
£:>GO,H52.711 compared to a 


monthly average of .?L'07.001,o2l in 101". 
Thus 


in actual value total exports in March, 10121, wore 
SO percent above 101.'!, while (he sample of twenty- 
nine commodities at 1013 prices shows a decrease 
of 9 percent. This decrease all occurred in raw 
materials.

Imports on thc other hand as measured by the 


twenty-five commodities, increased 7,'> per cent 
over 1913.

Summerville, the county seat of 
Nicholas county, does not have a 
doctor, and Clay county has only one 
to look after the people livirrg in its 
332 square miles. 
Jn some of the 


other counties, many 
people live 


from n to 20 miles from the nearest 
physician, and in some of the moun- 
tain counties it has been found al- 
most impossible to get doctors to 
make visits into the country dis- 
tricts. On the other hand, the cities 
of the st^to are very well supplied 
with medical men, Charleston, the 
capital, with a population of 39,608, 
having 102. 
"It is not always true that the 


city or town doctor makes more 
money than the country 
doctor," 
says a statement by Dean Simpson 
of the School of Medicine. "Country 
people do not object to paying good 
fees for medical attention. They are 
usually glad to setjt at any price."
